A HILL BUSKING UP 
BY SPONTANEOUS 
COMBUSTION. 


Receiver Sherwood and Register Brad­ 
ley, of the M arysville Land Office, paid au 
official visit on Sunday last to the W elsh 
mine, in B utte county, near Penz station. 
They were accompanied by Jesse W ood, of 
the Chico Enterprise. 
There is a su it 
pending in the Land Office in regard to th e 
claim. 
The parties to the suit are Jo h n 
W elch, who claims the land as m ineral, 
and Jesse W ood, who claims it as tim ber 
land. 
The W elch mine has been worked 
by the hydraulic process, and W elch claims 
th at a deposit of auriferous gravel under­ 
lies all the land covered by his location. 
Wood, on the other hand, avers th at the 
land is more valuable for tim ber than for 
minerals. 
R ecently a Commissioner ap ­ 
pointed by the M arysville Land Office con­ 
sumed about \ week in taking testim ony 
in regard to tbe conflicting claims. 
Tbe 
Register and the Receiver will shortly 
make up their decision, which will be for­ 
warded to the Commissioner of the < General 
Land Office for his approval. 
I t is stated, 
however, th at w hatever his decision may 
be the case will be appealed to the Secre­ 
tary of the Interior, whose decision will 
be final, 
This land in dispute is specially interest­ 
ing as being the scene of one of the great 
wonders of nature. 
W ithin the bounds of 
the claim, in the very face of the hydraulic 
workings, is situated th at spontaneously- 
burning hill, th at mysterious subterranean 
lire, which was recently described in these 
columns. 
There is now perhaps no other 
such natural tire in the world. I t has been 
suggested th a t it was from some B uch n atu ­ 
ral fire, resulting from the action of chem­ 
ical forces w ithin the earth, th a t man first 
learned the use of fnel. 
On this second visit to the claim M essrs. 
Bradley and Sherwood found th a t the tire 
had greatly extended since the date of 
their first visit some weeks ago. 
Then it 
was confined to a comparatively small spot 
in the center of the face of the bank, b a t 
as seen by them on Sunday it was spread 
across the face of the bank for a distance of 
200 feet, and the ignuous belt was about 
12 feet wide. 
There was no flame, b n t 
smoke and Bnlphurous gases rose from th e 
face of the bank. 
The action of the fire 
has loosened and throw n down from the 
bank hundreds of tons of mineral m atter, 
which forms a sloping shelf at the bottom 
of the bank. 
U p this mass ot debris tb e 
visitors clambered, in order to get as near 
to tbe fire as they could. 
They found th e 
debris still hot beneath their feet, and on 
their 
return 
they brought w ith 
them 
a quantity of specimens taken from th e 
m aterial th at had fallen from the bank. 
These specimens can be seen at the I-and 
Office here. 
They vary much in color, 
from yellowish gray to red. 
Some of 
the 
specimens 
are 
of 
tbe 
color 
of rich cinnabar 
ore, but the reddish 
color is probably due to the presence of 
sesqui-oxide of iron. 
The specimens ap­ 
pear more of the nature of clay than of 
rock. 
They have the appearance of rock, 
but most of them 
can be easily crum ­ 
bled in the fingers, except where the fire 
has fused into a hard mass. 
Several of 
them plainly show th at they have been ex­ 
posed to intense heat. 
Those which are 
friable give ont a strong sulphurous smell 
when 
broken. 
They all seem to 
be 
strongly charged w ith sulphur. 
In addition to these specimens Mr. Sher­ 
wood shows a quantity of a white mineral 
substance, apparently potash, taken from 
the natural surface of the hill. 
H e also 
has a bottle of w ater atrongly im pregnated 
w ith mineral m atter, which w ater he took 
from the bottom of the bank, where the 
drainage of the hill collects. 
This w ater 
has been analyzed, and found to contain 
soda, alum and arsenic. 
I t is not, how - 
ever, poieonous, as Mr. Sherwood says he 
drank a quantity of it daring his visit to 
the hill, and experienced no ill effects.—

SCIENTIFIC 
NOTES. 


Asbestos paint has been used w ith suc­ 
cess in painting the Jablochkoff candles. The 
arc is made much steadier and the candles 
last longer. 
A new and possibly valuable property 
has been discovered by Dr. Tommasi in 
anthracine. 
W hen it is exposed to the 
heat of the sun in benzole it becomes 
turbid and deposits crystals, which have 
received the name of parantnracene. 
Germany has 500 mills for the m anufact­ 
ure of wood-pulp. 
Such a degree of per­ 
fection has been attained in the treatm ent 
th at even for the better qualities of paper 
the wood-pulp is substituted for pulp made 
from rags. 
It constitutes 75 per cent, of 
the paper stock used throughout Germany. 
Two advantages are possessed by the 
electric furnace, and it is difficult to un­ 
derestim ate them . The tem perature which 
can be produced is lim ited only by the re­ 
fractory nature of the crucible, and the 
heat is developed first in the substances to 
be m elted w ithout traversing w hat contains 
them.

The common method of copying draw ­ 
ings by contact w ith the bine process, or 
sensitive silver paper, which requires an 
exposure of from ten to fifteen m inutes to 
half an hour, seems likely to be superseded 
to some extent by the introduction of im­ 
proved gelatine bromide of silver paper. 
A t first the gelatine paper was difficult to 
prepare, and the results were not good as 
a rule. 
Now, however, they are turned 
out uniformly coated and in large sheets. 
Three new metallic alloys have been re­ 
cently introduced, which seem fitted to 
serve as substitutes for bronze, im itation 
gold and im itation silvei. 
Delta, a bronze 
made by Alexander Dick, of London, is a 
compound of iron, zinc and copper, the 
proportions of the ingredients being varied 
according to the color it is sought to ob­ 
tain, and has the advantages of extraordi­ 
nary tenacity and flexibility. 
I t can he 
beaten and forged, and draw n when cold, 
takes a perfect polish, and, exposed to the 
air, is less liable to tarnish than brass. 
A phthite is a " g o ld ” which does not 
change, and is composed of 800 parts of 
copper, 25 of platinum and 10 of tungsten. 
Its shade of color may be changed by vary­ 
ing the proportions of its constituent m et­ 
als. 
Sideraphthite is a sim ilar “ silver ” 
metal, and is composed of 05 parts of iron, 
23 of nickel, 4 of tungsten, 5 of alum inum, 
and 5 of copper. 
These alloys are capable 
of resisting hydrosulphuric acid, and are 
not attacked by organic acids, and are only 
slightly attacked by inorganic acids.

Sir W illiam Thompson, the em inent pro­ 
fessor of m athem atics in the U niversity of 
Glasgow, in bis inaugural address delivered 
last week as President of the M idland In- 
stitue at Birmingham, broached the idea of 
the existence of a magnetic sense. 
This 
BenBe he called the seventh sense to distin­ 
guish it from our other six senses—namely, 
those of sight, hearing, taste, smell, heat 
and force, 
lie said that, in speaking of a 
possible magnetic sense, he in no way sup­ 
ported th at wretched, grovelling supersti­ 
tion of animal magnetism, spiritualism , 
mesmerism or clairvoyance, of which they 
had heard so much. There was no seventh 
sense of a mystic kind. 
Clairvoyance and 
so on was the result of bad observation 
chiefly, mixed up w ith the effects of will­ 
ful imposture, acting on an innocent and 
trusting mind. 
If there were not a dis­ 
tinct magnetic eense it was a very great 
wonder th a t there was not. 
The study of 
magnetism was a very recondite subject. 
One very wonderful discovery th a t was 
made in electric magnetism was made by 
Faraday, and worked out very adm ir­ 
ably 
by 
Foucauld, 
an 
excellent 
French 
experimenter, 
showing 
th at 
a 
piece 
of 
copper 
or 
a 
piece 
of 
silver let fall between the poles of a mag­ 
net would fall down slowly, as if through 
mud. 
W as it oonceivabie that, if a piece 
of copper could scarcely move through the 
air between the poles of an electric mag­ 
net, a human being or living creature in 
the same position would experience no ef­ 
fect? 
Loid Lindsey got an 
enormous 
magBet, bo large th at the head of any per­ 
son wishing to try the experiment could 
get well between the poles ; and the result 
of the experiment was marvelous, the m ar­ 
vel being th at nothing was perceived. 
Sir 
W illiam Thomson, however, was not will­ 
ing to adm it th a t the investigation was 
complete. 
He could not but think th at 
the quality of m atter in the air, which pro­ 
duced such a prodigious effect on a piece of 
metal, could be absolutely w ithout auy per­ 
ceptible effect whatever on a living body. 
He thought the experiment was w orth re­ 
peating ; 
and it was w orth examining 
w hether or not an exceedingly powerful 
magnetic force was w ithout perceptible ef­ 
fect on a living vegetable or animal body. 
His own speculations had led him to con­ 
clude th at there m ight be a seventh or 
magnetic sense ; and th at it wag possible 
an exceedingly powerful magnetic effect 
m ight be produced on living bodies th at 
coaid not be explained by heat, force or 
any other sensation.—[British 
Medical 
Journal.

A 
STIRRING 
CHASE 
AT 
SEA. 


W e were now w ithin less than two miles 
of the flying stranger when we opened lire 
on her from our 11 inch pivot, exploding a 
shell right under her bow and nearly 
deluging the blockader’s decks w ith water, 
bu t doing no further harm. 
W hile we 
were reloading the pivot she p a t her helm 
hard-a starboard and ran across our bow, 
heading directly for the shore—distant 
about a mile and a half—apparently intend­ 
ing to run herself ashore. 
Captain Clarey 
sh o u ted ; 
" P u t your helm harda-star- 
board, sir.” 
“ H ard a-starboard, sir,” an­ 
sw ered the officer at the wheel, the same 
m om ent putting the wheel sharply about, 
and the ship turned on her heel as if she 
knew w hat was expected of her, and sta rt­ 
ed directly for the shore, w ith the stranger, 
now right abeam, starboard side about a 
mile off, 
bringing her whole battery of 
five guns to bear on her. 
The Captain 
called out to forw ard rifles, “ Fire as soon 
as you are ready, and w ithout further or­ 
ders, only don’t waste the ammunition. 
Pivot there, sir ; fire carefully and aim at 
the wheel-house and at nO other place. 
Sink her if possible ; go ahead and show 
us w hat you can do. 
Q uarter deck bat­ 
tery, take good aim and fire as rapidly as 
you can ; aim at the wheel-house ; don’t 
let her get away from us.” 
A shell from 
the rifle exploded over her ; a shell from 
th e eleven-inch burst close beside her, and 
th e three and eight-inch shell guns were 
Bending their compliments thick and fast, 
b ut strange to say not a single shot had 
struck her. She seemed to bear a charmed 
life. 
W e were about half a mile distant 
from each other, and about a mile from the 
shore, when she suddenly changed her 
course to south-southwest and started to 
run down along the coast, heading directly 
for us. 
A t the Bame instant the leadsman 
in the chains cried o n t: 
“ By the deep three fathom s 1 ” 
“ H ard 
a-starboard, Q uarterm aster ! ” 
cried Captain Clarey, and as the ship’s 
head swung to port he rem arked : “ By 
Cod, we’d been aBhore in another second !” 
The Seminole was draw ing sixteen feet, 
and deep at that. 
It was now nip and tuck. 
The stranger 
was going 
to run for it, and had the bar 
betw een us. 
Our only chance was to sink 
her before she got in. 
The m ost trem end­ 
ous excitem ent prevailed on board each 
vessel. 
Captain Clarey raved and swore 
and stam ped to an intense but subdued 
tone, but all to no effect. 
Shot after shot 
w ent over and exploded beyond on the 
shore. 
W e were now rapidly approaching 
Galveston harbor and it seemed a9 if she was 
going to get away in spite of us. 
H er Cap­ 
tain for the last hour had been walking the 
bridge between the wheei houses, w ith 
both hands iu the pocket of his pea-jacket, 
smokiDg a cigar very unconcernedly : but 
th a t there was a feeling th at their lives and 
property hung only on a single thread was 
manifest in the way those wheels flew 
around, leaving a track of boiling, foamy 
sea far astern, and the thick, huge vol­ 
umes of black smoke th at poured out of 
th e funnels told a story th a t did not need 
a trum pet to announce. 
The channel now 
began to widen, and if she conld only 
hold her own for tw enty m inutes she 
would escape. 
W hat m ust have been the 
thoughts of th at C aptain as he walked to 
aud fro on th a t bridge, w ith the air full »f 
dying missiles, now hid in their emoke, the 
next m inute drenched w ith their spray ; 
again, in a second or two later one flying 
a few feet above his head ! 
He never 
flinched an inch or changed his manner, 
b ut kept quietly on as though it was an 
everyday alfur. 
The sight was one of the most pictur­ 
esque th at I ever saw —the fleet about two 
miles below looking w ith eager eyes to see 
us sink the flying stra n g er: the bay, grad­ 
ually widening, w ith the w hite sand bills 
in the distance; the city of Galveston to 
the south, and its piers tilled w ith sym pa­ 
thetic spectators ; the fort iu the bay, with 
th e Confederate flag flying and its ram parts 
crowded with men watching and p rajing 
for the success of the flying straDger ; the 
three steam ers flying through the water 
like hounds, ofttim es hidden by the smoke 
of their guns as they were loaded and tired. 
B ut fate decided in favor of the flying 
Bteamer. In spite of every effort th at could 
be made to prevent her she reached the 
bay of Galveston, which is nearly three 
miles wide, and as the channel is very dan­ 
gerous to vessels draw ing more than ten 
feet of w ater, and as we were getting into 
three fathoms again, with intense chagrin 
we gave up the chase, sending as a parting 
com plim ent an eleven-inch shell w ith our 
reg rets.—[J. F. Mackie in 1’hiladclphia 
Times.

Toe body was placed on a g rat­ 
ing, aud was wrapped in cloths saturated 
in a solution of alum. 
I could see it in the 
furnace, for there are two apertures, but 
the glare of the flames was so great th at I 
was forced to protect m y eyes with a 
board. 
The coffins are sent to a neighbor­ 
ing poorhous-: for the benefit of the friend­ 
less pecq e who die and are buried at the 
expense of the county. 
I believe tbÍ3 is a 
step forward in the direction of true hy­ 
giene, but in any case I would have carried 
out my m other’s wishes.”

He could not bear the thought 
of m otner changing slowly to corruption in 
the cold ground, nor could I.

Something oí Fashions, and the Methods 
of Beautifying. 
Anne of A ustria flower-belts are worn by 
young Parisian ladies, w ith white evening 
dresses. 
They are but a cording of the 
very sm allest ostrich feathers fastened by a 
large rose. 
Scarfs, panels, either plain or kilted, 
saBhes, waistcoats, and W atteau tunics, 
made of Roman striped or plaided merveil- 
lux, are again worn as accessories to 
dresses of a dark monochrome. 
Silver clover leaves covered w ith tiny 
diamond chippings, made to resemble drops 
of dew, are among the new designs in fancy 
jew elry, the set consisting of lace-pin, ear­ 
rings, hair ornament, slide, and bangle 
bracelets. 
The brocades of colored velvet on a 
w hite satin ground are used to form the 
underskirts of evening dresses, which have 
trains and waists of plain satin. 
The ar­ 
tistic effect is ju st as valuable, and no 
more, than if the stuff were printed cot­ 
ton, except th at its weight gives it a cer­ 
tain richness. 
The woolen bonnet, in various shapes, 
will be much worn this seasoD, 
One form 
of it is made of the same braid which is 
used for embroidery, and is shown in all 
the dark colors to match suits. 
A nother is 
of embroidery worsted, arranged in stripes 
or cheeks, and this style a naughty Boston 
milliner calls the lamp-mat bonnet. 
Lillian Russell poke bonnets are qnite 
the rage. 
These have wide, protruding 
brims, and little or no trim m ing at the 
back, but a vast quantity of soft, wavy 
feather tips falling over the brims. 
The 
ends of these feathers are held by long, 
slender buckles, Btudded w ith glittering 
stones. 
This stylish head covering is 
adopted by those who wear the hair a r­ 
ranged a la Langtry. 
Ladies’ cloth oi darkest cardinal, made 
w ith the skirts laid in wide panels w ith 
kilts intersecting, the panels covered w ith 
Russian embroidery in colors of cardinal, 
green and gold, compose one of the most 
stylish and elegant of walking costumes 
of the season. 
The long apron overskirt 
is caught up w ith colored silk corde, and 
the cardinal velvet shoulder-cape is lined 
w ith plaided surah in colors m atching the 
embroidery. 
M any plush capes are worn ju st now, 
and, w ith a good deal of wadding, they are 
nearly as warm as fur. 
The collars are 
high, and the half sleeves are set in in the 
fashionable way. 
In color they are ex­ 
pected to match the costume worn with 
them, or, otherwise, to correspond to th at 
of the dress trimmings. 
A new shade of 
plush, 
very thick and 
heavy, exactly 
matching the color of natural beaver, is 
much used for pelerines and shoulder 
capes. 
These come w ith jockey caps and 
muffs to match. 
Small fruits, including rosy apples, pears, 
apricots, plums, grapes, and peaches of 
natural size, are seen upon the new ly-ar­ 
rived baflcaded velvets and satins from Ly­ 
ons. 
A deep oraDge-colored eatin shot 
w ith silver is now exhibited by a Broad­ 
way firm. 
This odd groundw ork is bro­ 
caded w ith large crimson velvet egg-plums 
in clusters. 
A nother pattern has aground 
of 
silver-colored Ottoman 
silk of 
un­ 
usually heavy cord, brocaded w ith deep 
red coxcomb flowers of natural size ; and a 
heavy white Ottom an silk is covered with 
white thistle-bloom s, th e feathery portion 
being made by full tufts of raised chenille. 
The new “ Spanish m antle,” which is to 
take the place of the hackneyed fur-lined 
circular with those who seek for novelty in 
attire, is very becoming to tall, slender 
ladies. 
This wrap íb uncommonly elegant 
and graceful, and is made of black bro­ 
caded velvet, and trim m ed around the en­ 
tire garm ent w ith black 
Russian fox. 
Around the neck is a very deep collar of 
the same fur, which covers the shoulders 
like a cape. 
The wrap is lined with dark 
red plusb, and is much too heavy for street 
wear, being designed especially for carriage 
use, and as a garm ent to be throw n aside 
in a heated room. 
Models mnch in the 
same etyle for promenade wear are made of 
brocaded satin or velvet, lined with quilted 
satin, and trim m ed w ith chenille fringes, 
fur, or ziblinette. 
Gray, there is no doubt, says the fashion 
w riter in the New York Pont, will continue 
to be the fashionable color this winter. 
Gray, tender, melancholy, severe, Quaker, 
silver, dove, nun’s, w ith its creamy sheen 
—gray m all tones and shades, from the 
somewhat dingy tin t, very appropriately 
called “ London sm oke,” to the pretty 
bluish gray christened by the French peo­ 
ple “ pschutt.” 
Every day seems to add 
another tin t and another name to the list 
of grays. 
“ Crepuscule” is said to be the 
last shade, though, no doubt, while this 
fact is being chronicled some enterprising 
chem ist or m anufacturer is mixing a little 
more “ smoke” color and a little leSB blue 
iu his dye, and is looking through his 
French dictionary to And another name to 
call it by. 
Everybody, just now th at the 
skies are sullen and sad, and the w eather 
chilly, is wearing a gray walking garb 
of 
some sort, thus adding to the neu­ 
trality of things in general, instead of 
m itigating the prevailing drabness peculiar 
to the late autum n season by donning the 
brightest of colors. 
This fashionable fancy 
is, however, quite as inexplicable as was 
th at of wearing crushed straw berry and 
scarlet last summer, when the therm om eter 
stood at 95 in the shade. 
Among other 
gray tin ts is a very ngly one about the 
color of zinc. This most unbecoming, most 
“ try in g ” of shades, is, for some reason 
past finding out, the one chosen by brides 
in general for either wedding or traveling 
dresses. 
Nobody short of a Venue can 
put on a zinc-colored dress a«d expect to 
look pretty in it. 
W omen with rich brown 
hair and a clear milk-and-rose complexion 
pass m uster in it, but nine out of ten look 
as if in the last stages of m alaria or the 
jaundice. 
A w riter in the New York Journal says 
that, better than all paints and powders 
for the complexion, is plain, coarse food, 
bran or oatmeal baths and the wet mask. 
The last named remedy for a coarse skin 
is perhaps the simplest and best if one has 
patience to try it. 
A mask of w hite cot­ 
ton is made to cover the face, leaving open­ 
ings for the nostrils and eyes. 
It should 
be thick, of many fulde, and of some ma­ 
terial th at will retain water. 
But this on 
the face ju st before retiring, and if possi­ 
ble keep it on all night, and keep it as wet 
as possible. 
This wet mask keeps the air 
away from the skin and gives it tim e to 
soften. 
The outer cuticle wears off in 
tim e, and fine, smooth skin takes its place, 
but it takes from six to eight weeks to per­ 
form this task. Tne reason the akin on the 
face is oftentim es the coarsest of any por­ 
tion of the body is because it is more ex­ 
posed to the air and to more sudden 
changes of atmosphere. 
A woman who 
would have very line skin m ust wear a viil 
most of the tune, especially iu this cli­ 
mate. However, the skin may be kept soft, 
clear aud fine w ithout a veil if proper care 
is taken. 
W arm w ater is the b .st to wash 
the ,lands in, bu t never do so just before 
going out in the cold air, for Buch a process 
roughens the skin. 
Every night the whole 
body should be w ashed in tepid water, and 
the face in as hot w ater as can be used. 
Tne hot w ater opens the pores of the 9kin, 
and takes away a great deal of the natural 
Oil, besides tightening the akin, and thus 
keeping it firm. 
A fter this washing in 
warm w ater an application of oat meal and 
water, left on all night, softens the skin 
and tends to whiten it. 
A handful of 
coarse oat-meal should be put on soak in a 
bowl of water a few hours before using. A 
bowl may last three or fonr evenings. The 
bands should alw ays be washed in the oat­ 
meal water. 
Bran Í9 an excellent article 
for softening and w hitening the skin, and 
a bran bath should be taken a t least once a 
week. 
Place the bran in little, thin mus- 
lia bags, and drop in the bath tub to soak 
about two hours before using. 
There is 
some good reason why a woman has a 
coarse or m ottled skin. 
E ither the diges­ 
tion is bad, the blood impure, or she does 
not bathe sufficiently, 
If the face is 
washed 
often, 
and 
th e 
rest 
of 
the 
body 
only 
occasionally, 
all 
the impurities which are in the skin m ust 


come out through the pores of the skin on 
the face. 
Thns, care shonld be taken to 
wash the body at least once a day. A 
sponge bath is the best, as any other when 
taken often tends to weaken the system. 
If powdered oat-meal is robbed on the skin 
after bathing it proves beneficial. 
W hen 
arising in the morning wash the face very 
carefully w ith tepid w ater and dry w ith a 
fine, soft cloth, always rubbing downward. 
3 e sure to dry the face thoroughly. Quick 
and brisk rubbing is not good for the face. 
A little lemon juice and m ilk mixed to­ 
gether and applied nightly will remove 
freckles. 
Rain w ater is the best by far to 
use for the toilet. 
L ittle or no soap is 
needed w ith it, sb it íb very soft and 
easily removes all dirt. 
In a city house 
the best way to obtain rain w ater is to keep 
a tub on the roof or in the yard to catch it. 
Soap shonld be used very sparingly on the 
face and hands, and only pure white 
caatile soap then. 
A lthough it is not 
so agreeable to 
use 
as 
others, it 
is 
perfectly 
safe 
and 
pure. 
Do 
not sit 
too 
near 
or 
very 
long 
before 
an 
open fire unless a screen protects the face. 
The heat will harm the smooth textnre of 
the skin, as wonld harsh or cold air. 
Rainy, damp w eather is favorable for the 
complexion, and unless there is a high 
wind the uncomfortable veil may be dis­ 
pensed with. A woman who desires a clear 
complexion m ust give up having a small 
waist unless she has it w ithout lacing. 
T ight lacing gives one a red nose. 
And 
who would not rather have a large waist 
and a white nose than a small waist and a 
red nose ? 
T ight lacing also prevents reg­ 
ular circulation, including chills, heartburn 
aud a score of diseases which are far worse 
and more disfiguring than a large waist. 
The best way to obtain a small waist is to 
take plenty of exercise in the open air, and 
to wear corsets snugly but not tightly 
laced, both day and night. This is a habit 
which will not prove so uncomfortable as 
one m ight suppose. All the French Queens 
slept in corsets, and many French women 
do to this day. 


THE 
JaC K aL 
IN 
ANTIQUITY. 


H err O. Keller, in a paper on “ The 
Jackal in A ntiquity,” says the editor of 
the Popular Science M onthly, urges th at 
the W estern nations, who had foxes but no 
jackals, borrowed the traits ascribed to 
jackals, in O riental fables, w ith the fableB, 
and transferred them to their foxes. 
Thus 
the Grecian foxes were endowed with the 
attributes of two animals, and the most 
curious fox-fables of .F.:op are in their 
origin Indian 
jackal-fables. 
Some 
of 
zEsop’s fables represent the fox as the fol­ 
lower and servant of the lion, which he is 
not known to be in any sense. The jackal, 
however, is in the haoit of following the 
lion at a respectable distance, and lives on 
what he can pick up from the deserted re­ 
pasts of the king of the beasts. 
This trait 
was observed by the ancient Indians, and 
it was a natural result of the observation 
th at their vivid imaginations, discovering 
royal prerogatives in the lion, should en­ 
dow his follower w ith the qualities of a 
m inister and counselor, and make him to 
assist his m ajesty by using in bis behalf 
tbe qualities of slyness and cunning in 
which the royal beast was deficient. 
The 
Greeks substituted foxes for jackals be­ 
cause they knew nothing about them , and 
their foxes came nearer than any other an­ 
imal to answering the descriptions of them. 
The transfer was made easier by the grad­ 
ual development of the fables from simple 
nature-stories into moral lessons, in the 
course of which absolute tru th to nature 
grew less essential, and the representation 
of abstract qualities under purely conven­ 
tional masks become more prominent. The 
incongruous association of the Greeks of 
the supposed evil influences of SiriuB with 
the harmless dog are susceptible of a simi­ 
lar explanation. 
The Chinese, however, 
who also attributed evil qualities to the 
dog-star, called it the jickal-star, and ap­ 
propriately ; for as the heat and drought of 
which it is the forerunner are destructive 
to the crops, so likewise are the jackals, 
which make their home in the fields, and 
are constantly running through them in 
gangs, destroying m yriads of plants, in 
Bearch of their food, 
To the E <yptians, 
Sirius was also the jackal-Btar, but fore­ 
boded good, for it appeared ju st before the 
tim e of the intm dation. 
The M esopota­ 
mians also recognized in it a forerunner of 
beneficent inundations, and gave it the 
name of the dcg, an animal which they 
held in high esteem, The Greeks borrowed 
the Mesopotamian name, and kept the Chi­ 
nese idea, which harmonized well w ith the 
character of 
their own dog-days. 
The 
origin of the dog-star has been associated 
by some other w riters w ith the idea th at 
Sirius, the chief of the stars, was the shep­ 
herd dog to the host of the heavenly sheep, 
represented by the other stars. 


THE 
POPULATION 
OP 
PARIS. 


An analysis of the population of Paris 
just published gives very singular statistics 
as to the inhabitants of the gayest city in 
Europe. 
I t seems, also, for its size, to be 
the most industrious. 
The proportion in 
which the working classes exceed those 
who live on their own incomes is the more 
rem arkable as Paris is the recognized cen­ 
te r of expenditure and extravagance for all 
France. 
There are no cities th at hold to 
the capital the same relative position th at 
Liverpool, M anchester and Birmingham 
occupy relatively to London. 
M ore than 
half a million of Parisians are employed in 
commerce, trade and banking operations, 
while of the artisan class there are consid­ 
erably more than a million and a quarter. 
The liberal professions seem to occupy but 
a small proportion of the population. 
All 
combined do not am ount to 200,000, and 
in the sub-divisions the prominence is 
quite 
different 
to 
w hat it would 
be 
with us. 
The great m ajority are in the 
public service, which employs more than 
medicine, law and divinity all combined. 
B at, after the public service, it is art which 
gives employm ent and livelihood to the 
greatest num ber of Parisians. 
Forty-two 
thousand get their income from this branch 
of industry. 
The doctors copie after, but 
a long way after. Medicine in its branches 
supports 18,000, the branches, of course, 
including chemists and all compoundeis 
and venders of medicine. 
Then comes the 
law, w ith its 10,000 votaries, from judge 
to bailiff. 
Literature figures very low on 
the list, for, grouped w ith science and 
journalism , it gives employment to only 
11,000 people, w hile all the clergy r f all the 
persuasions am ount to but half th at num ­ 
ber. On the whole, Paris would seem to be 
more industrious, more artistic, lees lit­ 
erary and lees religious than the ordinary 
visitor would suppose.—[Pall Mall Gazette.

always ornamental, and frequently a highly 
artistic, handsome article of furniture. In ­ 
ternally it is divided by thick fire-clay 
walls into several upright chambers or 
flues, usually six in number. 
Some dry 
firewood is lighted in a suitable fire-place, 
and is supplied with only sufficient air to 
effect combustioD, all of which enters below 
and passes through the flue. The products 
of combustion being thus undiluted w ith 
unnecessary cold air, 
are very highly 
heated, and in this state pass up com part­ 
m ent No 1. 
Tney are then dtfl acted aDd 
pass down No. 2, up No. 3, down through 
No. 4, again up No. 5, and down No. (i. 
A t the end of this long journey they have 
given up most of their heat to the twenty- 
four heat-absorbing surfaces of the fire-clay 
walls. 
Then all communication w ith the 
chimney is cut off, the tire is put cut, hav­ 
ing done its work, and the interior of the 
stove has bottled up itB caloric ready for 
emission into the room, 
and, 
passing 
through the non-conducting walls of the 
stove, is radiated into the apartm ents.— 
[Brooklyn Mirror.

THE TAX COMPROMISE CASE—A bEW 
PROPOSITION 
MADE. 
In 1SS0 the Central Pacitio Railroad 
Company was assessed by the State Board 
of Equalization at §20,204 per mile and the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company at 
$14,733 15 per mile. In 1SS1 the assess­ 
ment was §25 000 and §10,500 respectively. 
In 1882 the Central Pacific Railroad was 
assessed at §21,004 and the Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad at §11,512 per mile. In 1883 
the Central Pacific Railroad is assessed at 
§29,889 40, and the Southern Racific Rail­ 
road at §14,929 82 per mile. 
The attorney for the companies proposed 
to the State recently to pay the taxes for 
18S0, 1881 and 1S82 upon the basiB of the 
valuation fixed by the State Board of 
Equalization for 1882. That is to say, at 
the valuation of §21,604 and §11,512 per 
mile respectively. Also to pay, when 
they become due, about 00 per cent, of the 
taxes of 1883 without prejudice to the 
right of State or counties to recover against 
the companies the balance claimed. The 
companies also agreed to pay the Court 
costs of past litigation and counsel fees at 
the rate of 10 per cent, on the sum to be 
paid. 
It is a matter of familiar history that the 
aaiessrnente are inequitable and excessive. 
At the time of the making of the assessment 
of 1882 the over-valuation of 1SS0 and 18S1 
was admitted, and we may presently re­ 
produce in full the reasons advanced by 
the Board for its valuation of 1882. They 
were at the time freely published, and met 
•with no sufficient response in opposition. 
They were, in brief, based on the assump­ 
tion that the Board of Equalization had 
the power to increase individual assess­ 
ments, which idea the Supreme Court of 
the State dispelled. 
The Slate officials, though there is 
ample precedent upon which to act, 
have declined to accept the offers made. 
The reply of the law officer carries with it 
the imputation that the railroad companies 
are lawless and hostile to the State Govern­ 
ment, and impugnes the motive on which 
the offer was based. It is scarcely neces­ 
sary to refer to the undignified assault, nor 
to the baseless character of the imputation. 
History gives it denial. 
Citizens sbso- 
cfaced in these corporations have but 
availed themselves 
of 
rights guar­ 
anteed by the Constitution and laws in re­ 
sistance of oppressive and inequitable bur­ 
dens. To seek the protection of the laws 
is at no time and under no circumstances a 
wrong. It is well known that the pay­ 
ment of the disputed taxes was resisted 
because of their inequality and notorious 
injustice, and not with a disposition to 
evade just and equal taxes for the support 
of the Government. The excessive assess­ 
ments were the outgrowth of a spirit that 
is now dying out. 
It is a fact that to pay the taxes de­ 
ni in (led under the excessive assessments 
referred to would seriously cripple the rail 
road carriers and greatly lessen their 
efficiency. It wonld amount, with local 
taxes, to about §700 per mile to be paid by 
the Central 1‘acific Railroad Company for 
the year 1SS3 for instance, a rate that it is 
aliown the property cannot bear and the 
operating of the road be continued. The 
highest rate known is that laid upon toe 
Pennsylvania Railroad, 8293 o il per mile, 
although that road traverses a densely 
populated eeotion, the resources of which 
far exceed any section of the Pacific coast, 
and though that line has double, triple 
aud Quadruple tracks, while the Central 
Racific Railroad is a single track line. 
The leading railway lines of the country 
taken, the statistical exhibits do Dot 
Chat any approach has ever been 


made to such an exorbitant assessment 
per mile for taxable purposes as this State 
has laid against its roads. The New York 
Central is taxed but §216 12 per mile, 
though between Buffalo and New York, on 
a line of 442 miles, it has 1,060.28 miles of 
track. It has a double track its whole 
length, 312 58 of triple track, 294 92 of 
quadruple track and 469 28 miles of sid­ 
ings, and the whole line is laid with 65- 
pound steel rail. The earnings of this road 
are vastly in excess of those of any Pacific 
line, and its property values greatly in ex­ 
cess, mile for mile, of those of any of the 
California roads. 
These 
comparisons 
might be continued at great length, and 
would establish the impolicy of the Cali­ 
fornia system of assessment outside of the 
legal questions involved, and which have 
been determined in favor of the corpora­ 
tions, which judgment, in the opinion of 
eminent jurists, will be affirmed by the 
Court of last resort, in which case the 
legal obligation upon the companies to pay 
will be wholly dissolved. 
Unless, therefore, there is absolute legal 
inhibition against accepting the offers of 
the companies, it will be seen that it is 
the part of wisdom to take the money ten­ 
dered. In the offer, it is undorstood, there 
was carried the proposition to pay all city 
taxes in full made upon stations, work­ 
shops, depots, local improvements, etc. It 
should also be remembered that fully 
§1,200,000 of the taxes of 18S0, 1881 and 
1SS2 have already been paid, and the offer 
made refers only to taxes as yet unpaid. 
If the State had accepted the offer made, 
it and the connties would have received 
taxes per mile of railway more than 50 per 
cent, in excess of those collected on all 
assessments against railroad property in 
New York and Pennsylvania, and from 50 
to 100 per cent, higher than for most of 
the roads in the United States, The val­ 
uation of road8 per mile, including all 
property, in Texas, is §7,213; in South 
Carolina, §10,030 ; in Indiana, §8,417 ; 
and bo ’in other States, while in California 
the leading roads are placed from §16,000 
to nearly §30,000 per mile, while non­ 
paying branches and leased lineB are rated 
from §4,501 to $10,000 per mile. 
But it is believed that the authority íb 
ample in the State to settle the tax issues, 
aud remove from public affairs a subject of 
irritation that works the whole commu­ 
nity positive harm, and cripples the State 
and several of the counties financially. It 
is certain that the people of the State are 
desirouB for the adjustment to be made, 
and that they would justify the accept­ 
ance of the offer. The railroad companies 
protest with an earnestness that should 
command belief, even though the history 
of the business did not substantiate it, as 
it does, that they have never and do not 
now seek to avoid their just taxes, nor to 
be released from an equal and proper share 
of the burden of maintaining the city, 
county and State Governments. 
The 
prosperity of the State, the economic ad­ 
ministration of its affairs, and the rapid 
development of its resources, are matters 
of vital and all-absorbing interest to these 
railroadB. Their corporators would write 
themselves down the veriest asses and 
knaves if they sought to avoid their due 
contribution to the common treasury. 
Such a policy would be suicidal. It never 
has been set up, nor is it fair dealing with 
the men who compose these companies to 
charge it. Their natural business ability 
aud acquired commercial wisdom deserves 
no such verdict of unwisdom. 
Yet it is true that a selfish preBB and 
ambitious demagogues have preached for 
months, with assumed earnestness, precise­ 
ly that doctrine, and have left unturned no 
stone to impress rpon the citizens of Cali­ 
fornia the preposterous ideas that the rail­ 
way companies of California have but one 
end and aim, aDd that is to fleece the peo­ 
ple to the last dollar and reduce them to 
the non-productive point, to avoid all Gov­ 
ernmental burdens, and shirk all the duties 
and obligations co-ordinate with fair citi­ 
zenship. 
We do not believe that the thoughtful 
minds of the country have been influenced 
by such absurd and pernicious teachings— 
it would be an insult to ordinary intelli­ 
gence to assume it. 
But if there was lacking any evidence of 
the sincerity of the railroad companies in 
their desire to adjuBt the tax difficulties, 
and to make great sacrifices to do so, it 
will be found in a published offer, yester­ 
day, made in a San Francisco journal, by 
Mr. Haymond, the attorney of the compz. 
nies, which we assume is properly report­ 
ed, to “ adjust the disputes for the years 
1SS0, 1881 and 1882 on the basis of the as- 
sessment8 for thoíe years—that is to say, 
it is proposed to pay the unpaid taxes just 
as demanded by the State. 
But as 
tender in Court was made, the ten 
per cent, penalty could not attach, and 
therefore does not appear to have entered 
into the new offer. It is reserved, how­ 
ever, that the cases now or to be appealed 
to the Supreme Court of the United States 
are to go on to bearing, in order that the 
principles at issue therein relative to the 
power of the State to discriminate against 
certain classes of property may be finally 
adjudicated and the whole irritating ques­ 
tion set at rest, and concerning which the 
companies have so little doubt, says their 
attorney, as to the outcome being in their 
favor that the corporations will agree, in 
case the Court holds adversely to the views 
of the companies, that still the sums at 
issue shall be settled on the same basis. 
Thus the State and counties, in any event, 
will receive all the taxes they claim, less 
only the per cent, penalty and the untena­ 
ble claim for interest. 
Certainly this offer gives the denial to 
the oft-rcpcated charges against the rail­ 
roads to which we have referred. 
That 
it would be the part of wisdom to accept 
it goes without saying. 


DANCING AND THE CHURCH. 
A Presbyterian minister has broken up 
the placid surface of religious waters in 
>»n Francisco, and set them setthing into 
contentious waves by declaring in the 
wcrds of the Bible that "there is a time 
to dance.” He has been taken to task for 
bis bold position, but maintains his ground 
with a persistency and earnestness that 
speaks of sincere conviction, lie has the 
wisdom to see that in the mere act of 
dancing there is no evil, of necessity. He 
but echoed the thought of the broadest 
pulpits when he announced that nothing 
but harm has come out of the wholesale 
condemnation, by some of the sects, of the 
act of dancing. It certainly is true that 
“ the dance ” has not declined under the 
anathemas of the pulpit, Not only is 


dancing more general now than ever be­ 
fore, bnt it is freer in charaoter and far 
lees formal and guarded than in the past. 
He admits that he once held to the dog­ 
matic view that dancing at any time, of 
any kind, and under any circumstances, 
was a sin and a vicious practice. Study 
and observation had led him to change his 
views. He believed that correction was 
better than denunciation. Whatever im­ 
modesty or evil there is in the modern 
dance and its associations, the church 
may well bend its energies to cor­ 
rect, for its long opposition to it in 
any form has not served to affect the prac­ 
tice in the slightest degree. In the proper 
place, properly conducted, reasonably in­ 
dulged in, dancing is not barmfnl ; on the 
contrary, it is beneficial. It Bhould, under 
proper conditions, be no more conducive of 
ill than any other proper physical exercise. 
Nor, as a rule, are the associations con­ 
nected with dancing more Inimical to phy­ 
sical and moral well being than indulgence 
in recreations at other social reunions. By 
far is dancing by the young, in a decorons 
manner, under the approval of their elders, 
and governed by the laws of gentility and 
correct deportment, preferable to any other 
physical exercise in which the sexes may 
engage at social reunions. Mr. Hemphill 
is correct in his judgment when he says 
that there is nothing in their religion to 
prevent Christian people from dancing— 
“ nothing inconsistent with the Christian 
character, any more than partaking in any 
other amusement or recreation—if only 
care was taken to avoid the errors and ex­ 
cesses he had mentioned. Young Christians 
who danced in this way should not be 
charged with loving pleasure more than 
they loved God.” 


THE CRY FOR CHANGE. 
Mr. Curtis, in Harper's IFeeibj, puts the 
case with incisive force when he says that 
the mere cry for change in administration, 
without an intelligent conception of what 
the change is to be, is like casting dice. 
This is a good simile. Parties long in 
power may become careless and cor­ 
rupt. The office-holder is sometimes apt 
to forget the source of his power, but intel­ 
ligence has a reason for any change of offi­ 
cers it makes. The independent voter is 
very apt to know before he exercises Mb 
right to make a change, wbat the resalt 
will be, in all probability, of his making it. 
He did this in New York when party 
methods were rebuked and Cleveland cho­ 
sen. He again manifested his intelligence 
when he overthrew the 190,000 majority 
he gave to Cleveland and said to the party 
in power, “ I am not your servant.” As 
the Weekly puts it, to such voters the des­ 
tiny of the country is in fact confided, and 
not to the men “ who pride themselves 
upon never scratching, nor kicking, nor 
bolting, and upon always voting the 
straight ticket, whether bearing nnworthy 
names or nominated by fraud.” It is be­ 
cause of the independent voter and his in­ 
telligence and courage that we do not be­ 
lieve the Democratic cry for change will 
have any effect. The independent voter 
will still trust the Republican party and 
not blindly Bubmit to a change simply be­ 
cause the opposition cry “ Turn the ras­ 
cals out.” 
A POIBTIASS OBJECTION. 
Some very thin-skinned individuals are 
offended because Matthew Arnold came to 
the United States with the purpose in 
view of turning enough honest pennies to 
pay the expenses of his trip. “ Condemn 
him,” they cry, “ for the purpose of his 
"visit is mercenary.” Indeed ! And why 
should not Mr. Arnold lecture in America ? 
Certainly he will thus address more of the 
people and accomplish more good among 
us than if he confines his expressions to 
remarks before a few learned societies. 
The best and bravest of our men of cult­ 
ure have appeared upon the rostrum for the 
“door money,” and it is to their credit that 
they did. Our people appreciate what 
they pay for, far better than that which is 
set before them without 
fee. 
The 
Christian Leader is one of the squeamuh 
kind that enters objections to Mr. Arnold 
“ making expenses.” To it replies the 
New York Poet, with these caustic re­ 
m arks; “ Even ministers are not above 
asking a good salary, and their doing so is 
not held to mar their preaching, and it 
Bhould not mar their images. W hat does 
it think of the long and successful mer­ 
cenary lecturing of its own Dr. Chapin ? 
Tne fact is that one object of Mr. Arnold’s 
visit ¡8 to open up such minds as the 
Leader's, and stop any improper image- 
marring there may be going on inside.” 


GAINING GROUND. 
The crusade against the immoral publi­ 
cations that insult decent people who are 
compelled to pass news stands, is gaining 
ground. The Attorney-GcDeral of Illinois 
has just given an opinion that owners of 
news stands may be laid by the heels and 
clapped into jail for these offenses. In his 
opinion the sale of obscene journals and 
police gn- ‘‘•“s can be stopped under pres­ 
ent laws in Illinois. We do not doubt that 
our lawB in California are adequate for a 
like purpose. Let them be tested. 
— -

In his charge to a jury in 
New York recently. 
Judge Osborne used this language in reference to 
the increase of political evils since the late war: 
“ The most serious of these evils is the fearful ex­ 
tent to which improper influencia are used, not 
only to corrupt voters at prima ies and elections, 
but to influence the free, honest, independent judg- 
m nt of men high in power and position. In my 
judgment there is now more danger to the con­ 
tinued perpetuity of our government and institu­ 
tions from this source than there was from all rebel 
attacks in the very darkest hours of our recent re­ 
bellion.”

Joseph Pulitzer, the editor and proprietor of tVe 
New York World, in a recent interview gave voice 
to some expressions that the Democratic party he 
seeks to advise and lead will do well to heed. Said 
the journalist: "The man who goes into politics 
to make a living represents it, and not the public 
welfare.” Again, he said that the men who were 
recently nominated for office in New York were of 
the class that make politics a trade, and such can­ 
not and do not make good officials. 


THE TAX CASES. 


W* have less than one year now left in which to 
make preparations for the proper representation of 
California at the World’s fair at New Orleans. The 
time is very short in view of the fact that whatever 
is done must be accomplished by private enterprise. 
We called attention to this two months ago The 
State Board of Agriculture and the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce should set the ball in motion 
immediately. 
Tiie San Francisco Examiner complains that its 
)>oeition toward the California railroads has been 
misrepresented. That is not true. It is not possi* 
ble to misrepresent that journal unless some one 
should charge it with sincerity and honesty of pur­ 
pose.

Sew Offer to Compromise by the Railroad 
Companies, 
Hon. Creed Haymond, attorney for the 
Central Pacific Railroad and Southern Pacific 
Railroad, yesterday made a new offer to com­ 
promise the railroad tax cases. In a letter to 
a San Francisco paper that has opposed set­ 
tlement, bnt now approves it, he says : 
To the Editor of the Chronicle—Sir: I note 
your editorial to-day (Monday, November 
12th), commenting npon my reply to Govern­ 
or StonemaD, and through him to the letters 
of Attorney-General Marshall and Controller 
Dunn, both of which letters were published 
in the daily papers of this city. 
You say that the correspondence on both 
Bides seems designed more for political effect 
than to serve the State, and that much of my 
reply is irrelevant to the question involved. 
It may be true that much of my reply is irre­ 
levant to the question involved, but it cer­ 
tainly was not irrelevant to the matters con­ 
tained in the communications in question. It 
would not be becoming to me in reply to 
State officers to deal with their communica­ 
tions as irrelevant, or to assume that they 
were intended for political effect, instead of 
to serve the interests of the State. I replied 
to those communications calmly and tem­ 
perately, stating fairly and in sincerity the 
position of my clients. 
You seem to doubt the sincerity of the 
propositions made by the companies. Let me 
assure you that we have made many proposi­ 
tions to adjust this unfortunate difficulty, 
some of which have been rejected and some 
of which have been accepted. In no case 
where there was an acceptance have we failed 
to perform wbat was offered, in letter and in 
spirit. 
The fact that but thirty-two counties were 
interested in these matters, and that only 
thirteen or fifteen took interest enough in the 
prosecution of the esses to appear in answer 
to the summons of the State authorities, is 
satisfactory evidence to me, and ought to be 
to everybody else, that the position of the 
railroad companies is becoming understood, 
and that in the gosd judgment of the people 
no very great fears are entertained of a loss 
to the State or counties, whatever may be the 
result of the litigation. 
From the tone of your aiticle you make us 
appear to complain that we are assessed 10 
per cent, too high. Ic is needless for me to 
repeat that the assessment upon the single­ 
track railroad is from 50 to 100 per cent, 
higher than any railroads in the United 
States have been assessed at. 
It is needless 
forme to repeat that a railroad, the net earn­ 
ings of which do not exceed §1,500 or §1,000 
per mile, cannot afford to pay from those 
earnings a tax of nearly §700 per mile. 
I, however, do not propose to take up your 
space cr time in an argument to prove the 
sincerity of the companies in all offers made. 
In the editorial referred to you have stated 
what you consider a fair basis of settlement. 
You urge that if it is a matter of principle with 
the railroad companies they ought not to 
stand upon a few thousand dollars one way 
or the other. As an evidence of the sincerity 
with which the railroad companies which I 
represent have acted in this matter and of 
their entire good faith, I now offer to adjust 
the disputes for the years 1880, 1881 and 1882 
upon the basis of your figures, and that upon 
the payment by the companies upon the basis 
suggested by you all suite shall be settled and 
dismissed, except those which have been or 
are to be appealed to the Supreme Court of 
the United States, and that we allow those 
cases to stand, iu order that the principles at 
issue may be determined, agreeing, whatever 
may be the result io those cases, to adjust 
them in the end upon the same basis. 
Permit me to say that from the beginning 
I have never doubted, and do not doubt now, 
the reB u lt of this litigation. 
I have confi­ 
dence enough in my opinion to desire that at 
least one or two cases shall be kept open for 
the decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States.

of your cruel tre atm en t to the only a few nights 
ago, when you refused to even give u n to my poor 
aching h eart a sm ile of recognition, when it would 
h av e m ade m e a happy man. 
If you w ish to save an aching h eart and a love­ 
sick boy, please m eet m e alone, if there is a possi­ 
bility. on W ednesday evening of this week, at th e 
co m er of F ifteenth and N stree ts, at S o’clock I', a , 
o r as soon th ereafter as it will su it you. 
If you cannot be th ere, I hope I don’t ask too 
m uch, please w rite and tell m e w hen and w here I 
m ay have th a t extrem e happiness. 
1 rem ain, w ith an ashing h e irt, 
W . T. J. CARSON. 
On opening and reading the letter, the 
young lady handed it to th e m an of the house, 
and he to the reporter. 
She says she knows 
of no such person and never heard of him be­ 
fore. 


A M u r d e r e r a t L a r g e . — The R e c o r d . 


U n i o n m entions the pardon of A h Kow, by 
the G overnor, on the petition of leading C hi­ 
nese m erchants of San Francisco, and the 
unanim ous 
recom m endation of the S tate 
I ’rison D irectors. 
T he G overnor, we think, 
has acted hastily in this m atter. 
The C hi­ 
nese m erchants would no doubt sign for the 
pardon of any Chinam an ; 
and, as for the 
P rison 
D irectors, they 
necessarily 
could 
know very little about the m erits of the case. 
In 1S73, C. S. Strobel, a highly respected 
citizen of M ichigan Bluff, was foully aud 
bru tally m urdered for his money. 
A h Kow 
and another Chinam an, on the evidence of 
an accomplice who testified for the S tate, 
which evidence was strongly corroborated in 
alm ost every detail by the best of w h ite testi­ 
m ony, were convicted of the m urder, and 
only saved from hangiBg by the scruple, as 
we understand it, of one of the jurym en. 
T hey were sentenced to the S tate P rison for 
life, and the im pression prevailed here th a t if 
ever m ortals deserved such punishm ent, and 
causa to be thankful th a t it was no worse, it 
was Ah K ow and his associate. 
The other 
Chioam an died since being sent below, aDd 
now we are told th a t the surviving red 
handed m urderer is to go free. 
I t would 
have at least been fair for the Governor, be­ 
fore taking such a step, to have consulted 
the Ju d g e of the C ourt th a t convicted him, 
the attorneys iu the case, and some of the 
jurym en. 
Those fam iliar w ith the Ah Kow 
case w ill naturally cor elude th a t if one 
stained w ith so dark and dam nable a crime 
as blackeus the heart of A h Kow can be set 
free, then such a thing as punishm ent of 
crim e 
becomes a mere m ockery.—[Placer 
H erald. 


A t t a c k e d b t a B o a r . — A correspondent 
sav s: 
On T hursday evening last Judge D. 
T . L ufkins, who resides near Freeport, had 
a terrible encounter w ith a boar which 
weighs about 2">0 pounds.

The Chinese Consul at San Francisco, F re d ­ 
erick Bee, sent his depnty and three Chinese 
officials to this city M onday evening, to in­ 
quire into the causes th a t led to the riot on 
Sunday evening, and to arrange, so far as pos* 
sible, to prevent a repetition of the bloody 
affair. 
Telegram s had been received by the 
heads of the Chinese companies in this city 
th a t the officials referred to would come up on 
the evening train, and they were m et a t the 
depot by a delegation of m erchants and those 
representing the best elem ents in Chinatow n. 
Y esterday m orning they called a m eeting in 
the second story of the brick building on the 
corner of T hird and I streets, 
A policeman 
was stationed at the door, and no one was 
adm itted to the council except those who at 
the door presented a ticket of invitation 
signed by the Consul. 
In all about fifty per­ 
sons assembled. 
T hey were all men of years, 
principally m erchants and business men, and 
at a glance it could b8 readily seen th a t they 
were men of cool judgm ent, and represented 
the intelligence of the Chinese population in 
this city. 
A Chinam an, as a general thing, 
has little or nofreapect for our Courts, but it 
was evident from their m anoer as they entered 
the hall and took their seats th a t they recog­ 
nized the solem nity of the occasion and re­ 
spected the dignity of the Chinese officials. 
As soon as all were assembled, the D eputy 
Consul, Chin M ung Tung, addressed the 
m eeting a t length. 
H e first referred to the 
outrage th a t had been com m itted on Sunday 
evening, saying it was all wrong, a violation 
of the laws of the E m pire of which they 
were subjects, and a crim e th a t should, and 
would, be punished by the A m erican Courts. 
H e said it w s b a fortunate thing for all the 
residents of I street th a t in the indiscrim i­ 
nate discharge of firearm s no white persons 
were injured. 
If such had been the case, 
owing to the feeling existing against their 
race, it is not a t all im probable th a t their 
quarters would bave been assailed, their 
houses ransacked, their property destroyed 
and they driven from the city. 
A ll good 
C hinam an 
m ust use 
their 
every effort 
to 
suppress 
and 
control 
the 
elem ent 
which 
brought 
about 
this 
street 
fight. 
H e said the two organizations which have 
lodges in this city, one on F ourth and the 
other on I street, were calculated to do no 
goxl. 
T hey were m anaged and controlled by 
the cut-throat elem ent. 
The rules and regu­ 
lations and tribute they sought to levy were 
all calculated to stir up strife. 
If patronized 
and encouraged they would constantly cause 
bad blood to exist, and would frtquently re­ 
sult in bloodshed. 
H e asked all present who 
belonged to either of the so c ietiisto w ith ­ 
draw from the same im m ediately, and en ­ 
deavor to break up their influence as speedily 
as possible. 
A ft9r consultation w ith those present, and 
several addresses from prom inent Sacram ento 
Chinam en, it was ¿agreed to issue a notice 
which should be posted conspicuously through­ 
out Chinatow n. 
The notice refers to the 
Sunday evening fight, denounces those en­ 
gaged in the same and the causes th a t led 
thereto. 
I t warns all those engaged, and 
those who sym pathize w ith either faction, 
th a t it m ust not occur again. 
If they do so 
they will be huuted down by the Chinese a u ­ 
thorities. turned over to the Courts, and 
evidence 
furnished 
th a t 
cannot 
fail 
to 
secure their conviction. 
I t further states 
th a t any one who disobeys this order will be 
prosecuted in the China Courts, and executed 
on their return to their native country. 
I t ij 
signed by the D eputy Consul, by authority of 
the Im perial G overnm ent. 


CORONER’S 
INQUEST. 


THE GOLD BUM 
CASE. 


A n inquest was commenced last evening 
over the rem ains of Sing D ue and L ung Y ek, 
the two Chinam en killed in the riot Sunday 
evening. 
C arlton Richards, of San F ra n ­ 
cisco, interpreted the testim ony of the w it­ 
nesses. 
The stories told by the Chinam en on 
the stand were very contradictory. 
N o one 
knew there was to be a fight, no one saw any 
of it, aud none hardly knew there had been 
one. 
Sing Y ong swore th a t Sing D ae was a near 
relative of his, and, after much interrogation, 
said he was his brother ; th at he was a cook, 
aged 18 years, and belongei to the See Y np 
Com pany. 
H e also testified th a t he had 
heard th a t Charley A h Siug had sent Bome 
one to kill Sing Due. 
A h Yee was sworn, and testified th a t he 
stood on the southw est corner of T hird aud I 
streets ju st before the shooting commenced, 
and heard Charley Ah Sing say to some C hi­ 
nam an “ they m ight hit or strike him .” 
“ T hen.” said the witnesp, “ I saw or.e Yee Ah 
A i w alk out into the m iddle of the 
street 
from where I stood and fire w ith a long, 
black pistol tow ard some one on the south­ 
east corner. 
I then rau down T hird street 
tow ard J , and saw no m ore.” 
Charley A h Sing was sworn, and testified : 
I was in my house, on I, between Second and 
T hird streets, on the evening of the r io t; had 
been there since 4 o’clock th a t afternoon. 
A 
painter Darned Tracy was there at the time. 
W hen I heard the first shots I ordered my 
wife to shut and bar the door, as I feared 
somebody would kill me on account cf my 
being the prosecuting witness in the tan cases. 
I beloDg to the H op W » and N ing Y oung 
Companies. 
I know Y ee Ah Ai. 
I don’t 
rem em ber seeing 
him 
Sunday 
afternoon 
or evening. 
I kuow nothing of the fi¿ht. 
D id net see i t ; do not know the cause of the 
shooting. 
I belong to the Second street 
Lodge. 
I t has no officers ; only a m an who 
cleans up the room, and he is a sort of Secre­ 
tary. 
W e have no initiation ceremony. 
I 
don’t know who the m em bers are, or w hat 
the object of the O rder is. 
T he mem bers 
are tax^d a sm all sum for incidental expenses. 
The Lodge on Second street is the Fong 
D uck Tong, and th a t on F ourth street is the 
L un Y ing Tong Society.” 
This witness 
seems to be a very intelligent Chinam an, and 
speaks Euglish quite fluently. 
Several law yers were in attendance.

II p M the investigation adjourned until this 
evening at 7 o’clock.

The continuance of the Gold K an case, 
yesterday, was due to the fact th a t no one 
m ade any particular objection against it.

TH E 
EARTHQUAKE 
IN 
JAVA. 


A Berlin paper publishes a letter from 
Batavia, dated August 30th, which gives 
the following account of the great earth­ 
quake : 
On the 20th of A 1^ 5ust the real erup­ 
tions began, 
Between 4 and S o’clock in 
the evening loud detonations were heard, 
and, as the sky was dark and rain fell, we 
believed it was merely a thunder-storm. I 
had visitors in the evening, and retired to 
bed at about 11. 
I had scarcely slept half 
an hour when I was awakened by a loud 
report. 
I jumped from my bed in fright, 
thinking that a large cannon had been tired 
off close to my window ; I had no doubt 
that there was fighting going on in the 
streets. 
I counted nine such reports be­ 
fore I became aware that the detonations 
proceeded from a volcanic eruption. 
Ter­ 
ror-struck, I endeavored to open the win­ 
dow, but the panes Hew into my face. 
The uproar that now folio wed batllesdescrip- 
tion. 
All the windows were shivered, the 
plastering fell from the walls, the lamps 
were extinguished, the entire house shook. 
I tried to pacify the children, and was de­ 
lighted when our fellow-lodgers returned. 
Sleep was out of the question. 
At 2 
o’clock in the morning the tum ult was at 
its hight. 
Amid the thunder of the ex­ 
plosions could be heard the falling masses 
of earth and lava. 
Toward morning the 
detonations 
changed into an incessant 
rumbling. 
The weather was bright and 
clear, but unaccountably cold. 
The ani­ 
mal world was infected with tue prevailing 
terror. 
Whatever had wings tilled the air 
in circling clouds, which almost obscured 
the sky. 
Myriads of insects, ants, lizards, 
etc., crawled from out the hot and quiver­ 
ing soil. 
But the worst W3s still to come. 
At 9 
o’clock darkness suddenly Bet in, so that 
lamps had to be lit. 
W ithin half an hour 
the sky was perfectly black. 
The entire 
population was seized with panic. 
Sud­ 
denly enormous masses of ashes fell thun­ 
dering down, covering the ground in an in­ 
stant to the depth of three or four feet. 
Everybody tied, l ’eople clung despairingly 
to the train that left for Baiteczarg. 
The 
natives fled howling ap the mountains into 
the interior. 
Intense darkness reigned. 
The air was suffocating. 
The falling sul­ 
phur ignited in the air causing sickening 
vapors. 
Our knees gave w ay; we were 
all near fainting. 
The fall of ashes con­ 
tinued until 0 o’clock in the evehing. 
Gradually the sky became clearer, but the 
sulphurous vapors pollute the air to this 
day. 
In the evening the cold was so in­ 
tense that we had to put on our heaviest 
clothing. 
We felt as though we had been 
suddenly transported into midwinter. 
Ba­ 
tavia presented a scene of desolation. The 
trees, scorched and stripped of their 
ieaveB, were covered with a grayish coat­ 
ing. 
The danger was past, but the devas­ 
tation was frightful. 
Out of the sea vol­ 
canoes had risen and hurled enormous 
masses of water over Batavia. 
It literally- 
rained sharks and crocodiles. 
Three fear­ 
ful waves inundated the lower part of Ba­ 
tavia for several minutes. 
Small steam­ 
boats and sloops were suddenly thrown 
into the middle of the streets.

EARTHQUAKE?. 


The most destructive 
earthquake of 
which any record has been preserved is 
that which devastated Antioch, A. D. 520, 
killing 2.50.000 people. 
That most unfor­ 
tunate of Syrian cities has been earth­ 
quake-visited many times before. 
In 115 
A. D., it was nearly destroyed, the Em ­ 
peror Trajaa narrowly escaping with his 
life. 
One of the earliest recorded earth­ 
quakes is mentioned in the Bible as hap­ 
pening in Syria during the reign of Ahab, 
900 B. C. In the year 31 B. C., the Judean 
earthquake which happened contemporane­ 
ously with the battle of Actium was said 
by JosephDB to have killed 10.000 persons, 
and to be greater than any then recorded. 
Japan suffered from earthquake violencs in 
1538, 1595, 172S and in later years. 
Üu- 
happy Calabria has been a repeated victim 
of earthquakes. 
It has been visited so 
many times that history has not indexed 
its disasters. 
The earthquakes of 1)128 
and 17S3 were the most destructive, the 
latter being responsible for the destruction 
of fuliy 100,000 people. 
In that dreadful 
year five great shocks and 941 lesaer ones 
were experienced, and in the following 
year 151 lesser ones; 182 towns were to­ 
tally and 92 partially destroyed. 
The 
earthquake and tidal wave which struck 
Lisbon in ¡755 killed 00,000 persons in six 
minutes, and wounded half as many more. 
The United .States and North America gen­ 
erally have had a few disastrous earth­ 
quakes; Central America and the West 
indies being the most unfortunate. 
South 
America, however, has had enough for the 
whole continent. 
Caracas, Callao, Quito, 
Mendoza and Arica are among the cities 
and towns that have l>een—temporarily at 
least—totally destroyed, while thousands 
of lesser villages have been blotted out of 
existence with all or most of-their unfortu­ 
nate inhabitants. 


W h a t a M a n D r a n k 
in a P e r io d o s 
F if t y Y e a r s .— A notable drunkard who 
recently died in l'aris in his 70th year kept 
a record of his potations for half a century, 
so that mankind now have an opportunity 
of estimating the amount of abuse which a 
phenomenal organization is able to endure, 
•lis daily allowance of wine was four bot­ 
tles, so that in fifty years he emptied a 
total of 73,000 bottles. 
He could never 
eat until he oad taken a dram of absiuthe, 
and as be had three meals a day he must 
have swallowed 54.750 drams of the poison 
during the fifty y.-ars. 
But in addition to 
ad this he founl it convenient to drink 
daily about twelve small glasses of liquor, 
or a total of 219,000 glasses in half a cen­ 
tury. ILs oldest acquaintance declare that 
they never saw him perfectly sober.

century of grace !

T e e e P l a n t in g T i m e — As tree iJanting 
time has arrived, the following from the 
Red Bluff Cause is worthy the considera 
tion of farmers : 
Now is the time for tree planting. 
The 
ground is still warm and in good condition 
to encourage the growth of new roots, 
frees to he transplanted now shonld be 
taken np carefully, taking care to secure 
as much root as possible, and set out as 
soon as possible. 
Have the holes for them 
prepared before tho tree is taken up, fjr if 
any of the roots to a tree once become 
dry the chances for its growing are consid­ 
erably lessened. 
See to it that tho holes 
are large enough for the roots to be spread 
out in a natural manner, and do not crowd 
the roots into a bunch, hut take time to do 
your work right if you expect trees to 
thrive. 
Set your tree in as m ar the same 
position it occupied before you removed it 
as possible and about an inch deeper in the 
ground. 
Hold it up straight and cover the 
roots with tine mellow dirt, and when you 
have five or six inches of dirt over then-, 
snouid the weather be dry, or the trees 
have been taken up a long time before, 
pour a pailfull of water into tho hole be­ 
fore filling it np. 
Pack the earth firmly 
around the trunk of the tree, and if it 
needs support set a stout stake beside it 
and tie your tree to it. 
Always strip off 
ail the leaves from a tree that you set out 
at this time of the year, for by so doing 
you turn the energies of the tree to making 
new roots, and in the spring it will come 
out full of beautiful leaves as if it had 
never been moved. 
If you desire to beau­ 
tify your heme by planting trees now is 
the very best time to do it. and if yon fol­ 
low our directions yon wiil succeed in 
securing a fine growth the very first season.

SCHOOL EXAMINATION?. 


In an address befjre t ie Teachers’ A csd- 
ciation of Cook county, Ills., Colonel Fran* 
cis W . Parker, formerly of B mton, now 
Principal of the County Normal School, se­ 
verely condemned the prevalent system of 
exam ining in schools. 
The Popular Sci­ 
oto Monthly, referring to his address, says: 
H e believed th at none were more faithful 
in their efforts than the teachers of to day, 
and none were more anxious to do good 
than they. 
He had w ondered why prog­ 
ress had not been greater, and had come to 
the conclusion th at the greatest obstacle 
was th e examinations. 
The standard for 
the work had a powerful influence on the 
w ork itself. 
H e believed th a t exam ina­ 
tions was the greatest curse the schools 
had, though they m ight be made the great­ 
est blessing. 
“ W hat is the true motive of 
exam inations ? 
Real teaching leads to the 
system atic, all-sided, upbuilding of a com­ 
pact body of knowledge in the mind. 
In 
this upbuilding or instruction, every fac­ 
u lty of the m ind is brought into action— 
perception, judgm ent, classification, rea­ 
son, imagination and memory. 
Exam ina­ 
tions, then, should test the condition and 
progress of the mind in its development. 
Is the common standard of examinations 
a test of real teaching ? 
If I am not m is­ 
taken, the exam inations usually given sim ­ 
ply test the pupil’s power of memorizing 
disconnected facts. 
The surest way to 
effectually kill all desire to study any sub­ 
ject, say history, when the pupil leaves 
school, is the memorizing disconnected 
facts. 
A no less sure way of creating an 
intense desire to read history is to take one 
iuterestw g su b j-c' and read from various 
books all th a t is said about it, and then 
under the guidance of a skillful teacher to 
pu t together this in'orination, arranging 
events in logical order, and finally w riting 
out in good English the whole story. 
I t is 
very easy for an expert in exam inations to 
judge of the true teaching power of the 
teacher in such work, by the w ritten pa­ 
pers. 
If meaningless words have been 
memorized, if there is a lack of research, 
investigation and original thought, the re­ 
sult will be painfully evident. 
Exam ina­ 
tions should not be made the test of fitness 
for 
promotion. 
Those who understand 
children will readily appreciate the excite­ 
m ent and strain under which they labor, 
when their fate depends upon the correct 
answering of ten disconnected questions. 
I t is well known to yon th a t some of the 
best pupils generally do the poorest work 
in the confusion th at attends snch highly- 
w rought nervous states. 
How much bet­ 
ter, then, it is to take the work of the pu­ 
pil for the whole year, than the results of 
one hour, under such adverse conditions. 
If the teacher really tearhes, and faithfully 
watches the m ental growth of her pupils 
through the work of one or more years, 
she alone is the best judge of their fitness 
to do the work of the next grade. 
Tne 
exam ination of a Superintendent should be 
to ascertain w hether the Principals under 
his charge have the requisite ability and 
knowledge to organize, teach and supervise 
a large school. 
The exam ination of the 
Principal should test the teaching power of 
his teachers. 
And, lastly, the teachers 
should test by exam inations the m ental 
growth of their pupils. 
This is the true 
economical system of responsibility. lir s t 
ascertain th at Superintendent, Principal 
and teacher can be trusted, and then trust 
them . 
The testim ony of countless good 
teachers has been uniform, when asked, 
‘ W hy don’t you do better work ? why 
don’t yon use the m ethods learned in nor­ 
mal schools, and educational periodicals 
and hooks?’ 
1 We can not d o it. 
Look at 
our coarse of study. 
In three weeks or 
m onths these children will he examined. 
We have not one moment of time to spend 
in real teaching.’ 
No wonder th a t teach­ 
ing is a trade and not an art 1 
No wonder 
there is little or no demand for hooks upon 
the science aud art of teaching!”

weeks age. the fact th at a bar of copper, 
no doubt used as a drill, was found in 
the grave of an Indian at Nipigon. 
The 
copper was tem pered as hard as steel. 
C aptain J. A. Nichols, of 
D uluth, for­ 
m erly of Port A rthur, Superintendent of 
the mine on I.usie Island, north shore, 
has a copper knife which he found in 
one of the old mines on Isle Royale. This 
knife, w ith the exception of three small 
pieces of the blade, is made entirely of 
copper, and the Captain says th at it is 
highly tem pered and cuts and wears as 
well as any steel he ever saw. 
I t is 
about six inches in length, and the Cap­ 
tain is inclined to think th at it was made 
by the Indiana who first discovered and 
worked these mines, but how they suc­ 
ceeded in tem pering copper is something 
th at the present race is y et to find out. 
A Herald, reporter who visited Isle Royale 
last season saw this knife. 
There are men 
who would give a good deal to know how 
to tem per copper

H e may say w hat he pleases in 
the line of doctrine, or may lay on, no 
m atter how severely, the lash of correc­ 
tion, and still the congregation m ust sit 
quietly and take it all in. 
The carnal

many an old sinner, while receiving his 
Sabbath castigations, has wished th at he 
could “ talk back.” 
B ut the rules of 
society hitherto have been against him. 
I t 
appears, however, as though the day of re­ 
form m ight be at hand, and, strange to 
say, a bold effort to inaugurate this reform 
has just been made in conservative Eng­ 
land, and in no less a place than St. Panl's 
Cathedral in this city, where, on Sabbath 
evening last, H erbert Freund arose from 
his seat during the sermon and proposed to 
enter into a controversy w ith the officiat­ 
ing clergyman, the Rev.

Ingram . 
There was wisdom, no doubt, in beginning 
this new departure at headquarters, but 
the protesting gentleman was hardly as 
discreet as one could have wished him to

PREACHER 
As “ lies,” and called him “ a son of the 
devil,” and it is likely, too, th at he injured 
rather than helped his cause by being so 
violent as to make the services of eight 
constables necessary to convey him to the 
police station. 
Pioneers, however, are in­ 
variably extrem ists, and usually, at first, 
they aresat down upon. T hat the preacher 
continued his discourse notw ithstanding 
the interruption, raising his voice to meet 
the emergency, is an indication th a t the 
clergy will not readily yield their privileges 
in this m atter, and the horror of the con­ 
gregation at the occurrence shows, further­ 
more, how much of popular prejudice will 
have to be combatted. 
M eanwhile, it is

FIGHT AGAINST TEA-DRINKING.

The 
point in dispute is no abstruse theological 
problem. 
I t does not relate to the future 
punishm ent of the wicked, nor to any of 
the delicate and complicated questions of 
church government. 
In every respect, ex­ 
cepting in the degree of public attention it 
has awakened, the dispute is a veritable 
“ tem pest in a tea-pot,” for th at harmless 
beverage, which is usually spoken of as 
“ the cup which cheers and not inebriates,” 
is w hat it is all about. 
But in speaking of 
this beverage as harmless I have unw ittingly 
placed myself on the side of the Dean's an­ 
tagonists. 
In his judgm ent tea-drinking, 
as carried on here, is far from being harm ­ 
less, and a source of untold miseries, in­ 
juring at once body, mind and moral char­ 
acter.

Probably no better division of tim e has 
ever been made than th at into three equal 
periods of eight hours each ; eight hours 
given to business, eight to eating and en­ 
joym ent, and the remaining eight to sleep. 
Toe celebrated Alfred divided his tim e in 
this way. 
I have long thought th at the 
native American required more sleep than 
the average European. 
For myself I find 
th a t nine or ten hours’ sleep in a single 
night will cure ine of all the trilling -mala­ 
dies w ith which, from tim e to tim e, I may 
be alilicted. 
Some extraordinary advice 
has been given by certain di-itinguished 
persons with reference to time devoted to 
sleep ; but each w riter falls into the common 
blunder of applying the rule to all, which 
he fiuds good in his own case. Bishop Tay­ 
lor advises three hours. 
W esley suggests 
six as the least time th at will answer. 
He 
declares th at during his life he never kn«w 
any one to retain vigorous health, even for 
a year, with a less quantity of sleep thaa 
six hours, and he thought th at women re­ 
quired more than men. 
W illich advises 
students to go to bed at 8 o’clock and rise 
at 3 or 4 o’clock in the morning. 
N ot bad 
on some accounts, but liable to injure the 
eyes. 
Excess of sleep is very bad in its in­ 
fluence, produces dullness of m ind and 
body, corpulency, disposition to apoplexy ; 
hence Galen calls sleep the brother of death, 
and says nothing is more pernicious when 
carried to excess. 
Thin Yankees should go 
to bed at 9 o’clock and rise between 5 and 
6. I do not mean to Bay th a t circumstances 
may never justify their sitting up till m id­ 
night, or later, but I am simply interpre­ 
ting the voice of physiology. 
If the aver­ 
age American, w ith his narrow chest and 
small vitality, would retire at 9 o’clock, he 
would live some years longer, and each year 
would afford him more happiness and abil­ 
ity to work. 
B ut Yankee women most 
need a change to early hours.

Tbe Boy M urderer Caplured—Crushed to 
Dratb. 


P o r t l a n d , November 13th.—Charlee B. 
FinlaysoD, the boy murderer, who killed in 
a most atrocious manner his stepmother at 
Albany, Or., last week, was captured this 
morniog a few miles from Wallula Junction. 
He arrived here this evening, en route to 
Albany. 
During an interview to-night, 
young Finlayson admitted his crime. He con­ 
fessed that he murdered the woman, but 
said he did it in the heat of nncentrollable 
passion. They had a quarrel, when he picked 
□p an axe and struck his stepmother, knock­ 
ing her down. He then, in a fit of furinu3 
passion, seized hold of a knife, and literally 
cut her to pieces. Persons who know the 
prisoner say he has the mo3t ungovernable 
temper, and when roused becomes a perfect 
demon. 
The prisoner expresses great contri­ 
tion. He broke down during the interview, 
weeping profusely. He is only 15 years of 
sge. 
This afterncon Joseph NewtoD, living at 
Sprague, W. T , was caught under a falling 
wail, and crushed instantly to death.

Does alcohol protect from malarial 
fevers? It is a well-known fact that the 
hnman organism cannot support two dis­ 
eases at the same time. 
Rheumatism can 
be temporarily relieved by producing an 
artificial inflammation—a headache yields 
to a severe toothache. For the same reason 
the alcohol fever affords a temporary pro­ 
tection from other febrile symptoms—i. e., 
a man might fortify his system against 
chills and ague by keeping himself con­ 
stantly under the stimulating influence of 
alcohol. 
But sooner or later stimulation is 
followed by depression, aDd during that 
reaction the other fever gets a chance, and 
rarely misses it. 
The history of epidemics 
proves that pyretic diseases are from eight 
to twelve times more destructive among 
dram-drinkers than among the temperate 
classes ; rich or poor, young or old, abstain­ 
ers are only centesimated by diseases that 
decimate drunkards. 
On no other point is 
the testimony of physicians of all schools, 
all timeB and all countries, more consistent 
and unanimous. 
Is alcohol a peptic stimulant ? No more 
than Glauber’s-salt or caster-oil. 
The sys­ 
tem hastens to rid itself of the noxious 
substance, the bowels are thrown into a 
state of morbid activity only to relapse 
into a morbid inactivity. 
The effect of 
every laxative is followed by a stringent 
reaction, and the habitual use of peptic 
stimulants leads to a chronic constipation 
which yields only to purgatives of the most 
virulent kind. 
Does 
alcohol 
impart 
strength ? 
Does it benefit the exhausted 
system ? If a worn-out horse drops on the 
highway, we can rouse it by sticking a 
knife into its ribs, but, after staggering 
ahead for a couple of minutes, it will drop 
again, and the second deliquium will be 
worse than the first by just sb much as the 
brutal stimulus has still further exhausted 
the little remaining strength. In the same 
way precisely alcohol rallies the exhausted 
energies of the human body. The prostrate 
vitality rises against the foe, and labors 
with reBtless energy till the poison is ex­ 
pelled. 
Then comes the reaction, and, be­ 
fore the patient can recover, his organism 
has to do double work. 
Nature has to 
overcome both the original cause of the

Professor Henry Robinson remarks, in a 
paper on “ Home Sanitation and Sewage 
Disposal,” that the latter question should 
be regarded as involving a combination of 
sanitary and 
agricultural 
interests, of 
which the first is paramount and the latter 
should be disregarded when incompatible 
with it. 
Sewage is purified in passing 
through the soil by one or more of three 
processes : 1. By BÍmple filtration or re­ 
moval of the suspended matter ; 2. By the 
precipitation and retention, in the soil, of 
ammonia and various organic substances 
previously in solution ; and, 3. The oxida­ 
tion of ammonia and of organic matter 
with the aid of living organisms. 
A filter- 
bed may be constructed so as to have a 
greater oxidizing power than would be pos­ 
sessed by ordinary soil and subsoil, by lay­ 
ing over a system of drain pipes a few feet 
of soil obtained from the surface of a good 
field, care being taken to select a soil con­ 
taining a considerable amount of carbonate 
of lime and organic matter. 
Such a filter- 
bed would be far more porous than a natu­ 
ral soil and Bubsoil, and would possess ac­ 
tive oxidizing functions throughout its 
whole depth. 
The presence of antiseptics 
interferes with the fermentation, and re­ 
fuse chemical workB hinders the progress 
of purification. 
Much valuable informa­ 
tion has been published by Drs. Lawes and 
Gilbert on the chemical changes that take 
place in the soil under varying circum­ 
stances ; and Dr. Angus Smith, a rivers 
pollution inspector, has much to say in his 
last annual report on the action of air on 
sewage and the mode of treating sewage so 
as to hasten aeration ; while in a previous 
report he has discussed the treatm ent of 
sewage by chemicals. 
Much information 
on these subjects may also be found in 
Mra. Robinson’s work on “ Sawage Dis­ 
posal” 
(Spon, 
London). 
Well-adapted 
lands have been found capable of purifying 
the sewage of about five hundred people 
per acre. 
The average amount disposed of 
in nineteen towns where broad irrigation 
was practiced was equivalent to the sew­ 
age of one hundred and thirty-seven peo­ 
ple per acre.

I’ERs.—One of the moat curious facts con­ 
nected with medical hiatcry, if the cause 
assigned to it be correct, is the great in­ 
crease of vipers in France owing to the dis­ 
use of them as medicine. 
It is stated that 
since these reptiles have cea9ed to be used 
In the preparations of medicines, they have 
bo multiplied a9 to become a great Duisauce 
to farm laborers in harvest time, causing 
serious and even fatal bites. 
Tne French 
Minister of the Interior, at the request of 
municipalities, has offered a reward for 
their destruction, amounting to fifty cent­ 
imes in most Departments and one franc 
in those where they are exceptionally nu­ 
merous—nearly ten and twenty cents of 
our money. 
May we not derive from this 
a useful hint applicable to the destruction 
of B om e of the animal pests in our part of 
the world ? The time was, and that little 
over a century ago, when the animal king­ 
dom supplied a large proportion of the ma­ 
teria medica, and when serpents and bull­ 
frogs and dried fox’s lungs and tea of sheep 
dung were in common use as medicines, to­ 
gether with a hundred agents equally 
ridiculous. 
Now let some crafty charlatan 
set to work and popularize tquirrel’s brains, 
or extract of caterpillar or codlin moth, so 
as to create a demand for them aB certain 
cures, and we might rid ourselves to a great 
extent of squirrels, caterpillars and codlin 
moths. 
There would not be required 
nearly as mnch credulity to inspire faith in 
the curative power of these agents, as the 
mass of people, perhaps the majority, man­ 
ifest in regard to “ kidney cures” and “ re- 
juvenators” and “ vitalrestoratives,” whose 
magical virtues are emblazoned in every 
newspaper.—[Pacific Medical Journal.
